After age. of neglect, aaya the Lon- 
don Dally Graphic, the traditional 
resting place of the remains of Ire- 
land's patron saint in the eatbedral 
grave yard at Downpatrick have been 
covered with a memorial atone. The 
stone Is a rough we-thee-hestej. b-7wl- 
der of granite, weighing about seven 
tons, from the mountain aide of Slleve- 
na-I.jirgie, where It retted at a height 
of 600 feet. Upon the tipper aurfaoe of 
the bowlder It incisetl an Irlah cross, 
faithfully reproduced from one cut on 
an eqaatly rough, unhewn atone found 
onthelalandof Inlaclothran, one of the 
islands of Lough Ilee. where St. Diar- 
mid founded his famous eccleaiastical 
aettlement in the middle of the sixth 
century. Under the croa* the name 
"I’alrlc" is cut in Irlah character* 
copied from the earliest known Celtic 
manuacripta. The simple treatment i* 
considered to be the nearest approach 
to the form of monument whieli would 
have been cotifctructed about the year 
4R9. the *uppo*e<l date of the saint's 
death. 

The movement waa Initiated by F. .J. 
llirger. of Relfast. .who was warmly 
aiipiKtrted by allclaaae* and creed*. The 
aupervlalon of the work was intruateci 
to W .1, Fennell, architect of Itelfaat.
